Everyone agrees — 
the arts are 
necessary to life 

The first of Californians' attitudes toward issues con¬ 
cerning art during the past five years has been completed 
and it reflects a definite need for the arts in all com¬ 
munities. 

The poll was conducted In late July by the Reid Re 
search Corporation, sponsored by the California Arts Coun¬ 
cil, to determine whether Californians' attitudes and pro 
gram needs had changed significantly since the 1975 Harris 
Poll, "Californians and the Arts." 

Results are as follows: 

— 81 %o surveyed believed that schools should teach art 
courses as a regular part of the curriculum; 

— 91 % of those surveyed felt that profesisonal arts activi¬ 
ties are important to the quality of life in the community; 

— 88%o believed that neighorhood arts activities are im¬ 
portant to the quality of life of the community; 

— 66%o of the respondents said that the state should spend 
$1 or moro per person per year in statewide support of 
the arts. 

It has been proposed that there be a box on the Cali¬ 
fornia Stale Income Tax form which people could check 
to indicate their desire that the state designate $1 of their 
taxes to be spent for support of the arts. Of those surveyed, 
67%, were in favor of this concept. 

This survey was conducted face-to face with over 1000 
California adults. 

The California Arts Council at 2022 J Street in Sacra¬ 
mento has for distribution official results of the poll,, in¬ 
cluding breakdowns by location, age, income and edu 
cation.

cause the cases keep moving. 

It is of prime Importance, 
Fitzpatrick noted, that 
judges handling crimin a 1 
matters should first consider 
the dangers the convicted 


criminal poses to the com¬ 
munity and u.se their posi¬ 
tion to protect the citizen. 

A spokesman for the Los 
Angeles Police Protect! v e 
League said Fitzpatrick is a 
“no nonsense type” who un¬ 
derstands police problems. 
Fitzpatrick is also widely 
viewed as fair minded and 
as a "super qualified judge" 
and efficient court adminis¬ 
trator. 

In its endorsement of 
Judge Fitzpatrick, the "Met¬ 
ropolitan News,” one of the 
leading Los Angeles County 
legal newspapers says “Fitz¬ 
patrick ha.s far greater con¬ 
cern than his opponent for 
efficiency in the courts. He 
has regard for pr-otecting so¬ 
ciety from vile miscreants 
who would prey upon the iti 
nocent, while his opponent is 
more interested in vindica¬ 
ting rights of criminals.

Whether to curb energy 
consumption or 
produce more energy? 

The question has been asked again and again: what's 
best tor us ai a nation in the long run — curbing energy 
consumption or producing more energy? 

Although the answe.- to this question probably won't be 
available in the near tuture. the U.S. Department ot Energy 
has come up with tigures which, combined with other find¬ 
ings in reduced energy demand, suggest that tha nation's 
energy appetite could be curbed without dislocating the 
economy. 

Energy consumption dropped by a traction ot'1%o last 
year while the GNP grew by 2.3%o. This marked the first 
time in more than 25 years that energy consumed failed 
to increase in a non-recession year. 

The reasons tor this? Lee Schipper, a physicist at the 
Lawrence Berkeley Laboratory, projects the following tacts 
as his findings: 

— Between 1972 and 1980 fuel use for space heating per 
house has declined .it least 15%o nationwide and is down 
as much as 30%o in some regions; 

— Industrial energy use is almost the same as it was in 
1972, and despite a 20%o increase in real industrial output; 

— Certain new refrigerators on the market today use 50%o 
to 60%o less energy ihan comparable models sold only a 
year or so ago. 

Recent studies at Princeton. Harvard, UC Berkeley 
and Carnegie Mellon University indicate that by the year 
2000 the nation can double its population and expand its 
economy without using more energy than is consumed today. 

The key? Conservation and efficiency, of course. 

Schipper noted that Japan uses a third, France halt, 
and Sweden six-tenth as much energy as does the United 
States. 

One barrier here is called "misplaced incentives." Who 
benefits and who pay? For example, the landlord whose 
tenants pay their own utility bills has no incentive to in¬ 
sulate his building. 

Another barrier Is financing. If a homeowner decides 
to insulate or to install a solar water heater, where, in these 
tight-monay times, can he get the best loan? 

The third barrier is rate pricing. Despite higher bills, 
customers still are not paying what it costs a utility to 
go out and secure new supplies, according to Schipper.

Your •3mplc.yor may bo 
withholding too much federal 
income tax from your pay¬ 
check if you haven’t filed a 
correct Form W-4, "With¬ 
holding Exemption Certifi¬ 
cate.” 

Ne\^• regulations now re¬ 
quire that your employer 
send to the Internal Revenue 
Service a copy of your Form 
W-4 if you claim exempt 
status and you usually earn 
more than $200 per week. He 
must also send a copy if you 
claim more than nine with¬ 
holding allowances. 

If the IRS determines that 
your Form W-4 is incorrect, 
your employer is notified in 
writing to disregard your 
Form W-4. He must then re¬ 
quest that you submit a new 
withholding certificate. 

Until you supply a correct 
W-4, yoxjr employer is re¬ 
quired by law to compute the 
withholding for income tax 
as if you were a single per¬ 
son claiming zero exemo¬ 
tions.

Only in the United States, 
he says, could a fish pedlar 
rise to own three fish mar¬ 
kets and become involved in 
the actual running cf the 
city he lives in. 

"The American people are 
the hardest working people 
in the whole world and our 
country is the wisest and 
strongest place I can think 
of. It is still a paradise he- 
cause of the free enterprise 
possible,” he said recently. 

He points to his beginning 
in Holland where his fathei- 
was in the produce and fish 
business. Van Dongen pea- 
died fish and produce when 
he was between the ages of 
16 and 19, and his father 
bought him his first market 
when he and Mary wore 
married at the age of 19. 

From that beginning. Van 
Don,gen is new president of 
the Soutliem Aicadia Busi¬ 
ness Association and is a 
member of tho board of 
directors as well as being on 
the retail committee in Ar¬ 
cadia. He’s also a member 
of the S'erra Madre and Ai¬ 
cadia Chambers of Com¬ 
merce. 

In 1961, the Van Dongens 
left Holland with $1.58 and 
“lots of dreams.” He had 
always wanted to come to 
California where “oranges 
and grapefruit grew in peo¬ 
ple's yards.” When they got 
here, he says, the American 
people found him construc¬ 
tion w.irk for their first year 
and Mary went to work in 
Methodist Hospital where 
she quickly rose to assistant 
in the physical ther-rtpy de¬ 
partment. 

"Friend.s gave us cl-ithes 
and neighbors made us a 
bed out of two I’v fours. We 
paid only $50 for ri'nt,” V.'in 
Dongen remembers. 

.Soon he asked for a job in 
Crawford Markets, wt.rked in 
f'l'uiuce, (hen fish, .md .soon 
took over tho fish depart¬ 
ment. .And then he became 
fish supervisor of five mar¬ 
kets. When Crawford sold 
out to Market Basket. Mrs. 
Crawford helped Van Don¬ 
gen find the location of th" 
Arcadia "Frank's Fish Mar 
ket.” 

.And now there are three 
markets, the one iu .Arcadia, 
one in Sierra Madre and one 
in Glendora, also. 

But it didn’t happen over¬ 


night. Van Dongen remem¬ 
bers that he and Mary be¬ 
came American citizens in 
1969 and "that was the most 
happie.st moment of my life,” 
he says. He worked long 
hours and listened to 
peoples’ advice. And he went 
haelt to school whore he took 
business, English and philo¬ 
sophy so he would know 
how to handle people when 
he went into business. 

“Time flashes fiy so 
quickly. Last night I cooked 
for 110 people. Mary and I 
always work together and we 
have a fantastic crew work¬ 
ing for us. We do the plan¬ 
ning and cooking and we 
oversee all throe operation.'^. 
Witlioiut my wife it wouldn't 
have been possible. Mary i.s 
the flower of my life, my 
closest friend. She takes care 
of me daily and of our two 
children, Frankie Tr. and 
Tammy. My children are t]i« 
gifts this country gave me,” 
Van Dongen muses. 

“We are still 15 year.s 
ahead of Eunjpe here in the 
United States so far ns philo¬ 
sophy, psychology ancl the 
quality of life ore concerned. 
Do ycKu know that I can go 
anywhere I- want, I can buy 
a hou.se to sleep in, I can buy 
a ear to drive. What I have 
in my hands is mine. Th.at 
is not fru3 in Europe. .Some 
times I don’t realize how- 
good I have it . . . Listen, 
oin- biggest wejipnn is that 
we can w'riti' letters to thi' 
pnlitieian;-,. In Holland yon 
can’t do that. I get my cus- 
tomors involved in politic;^ 
when I can. We have the 
best government, the best. 
We can talk about Reagao 
and Carter, and we can kick . 
out guys like Nixon. 

“To sta’/ the strongest na¬ 
tion in the world we have 
to take care of each other. 
That’s what people did for 
us when we came to this 
country and that’s what I 
want to do for others,” Van 
Dongen continues. 

He waves his hands, and 
pushes back his fisherman’.'^ 
has*and his strong body pai 
paces back and forth with his 
excitement. “If thi young 
show rc-sp’-ct and are willing 
to work, they can fulfill an\ 


dream they have here in 
America. I w’ant all (Amern- 
ean) kids to have tlie same 
chance as I had. Whv com 
plain if wo only have a 
slight bone in our soup? 
Some people don’t have souo. 
To those who are educated. 

- can come up with any 
idea and next day, instant 
success.” 

He has spoken several 
tirrKs of his dream*-'. Doe.s 
ho have any unfulfilled 
dreams left?

His parting words, spoken 
veh''m('nty but quietly. 'We 
have to fight the war 
against corruption and we 
have to stick together and 
wake up, put more trust in 
each other, think pasltive, 
and realize the quality of 
being an .American. When I 
.stepped here I stepped into 
paradise. I won’t let taxes or 
.smog bother me and I won’t 
he unsati.sfied. Let’s look at 
each other now OK? OK. 
Let’s go.”

"Ordinary People” is a brilliant new film that 
must 'oe seen by all who have ever suffered through 
persona.! conflicts within the family unit. Definitely 
one of tlie best pictures of the ’80s, the film is sure 
to be a multiple winn'T at next year’s Oscar pre¬ 
sentations. 

Based on the novel by Judith Guest and directed 
by actor Robert Bedford, the film details the twisUxl 
relationship.s within, and the ultimate erosion of 
the Jairod family. 

Calvin ajwi Beth Jarod are middle class, Illinoi-^ 
parents trying to return their lives to normality after 
the d.eath of their son Buck in a freak boating ac¬ 
cident leaving their younger son. Conrad, as a sur¬ 
vivor. Tormented by feelings of remorse over the 
loss of his brother and of guilt for ihaving sur¬ 
vived, Conrad botches an attempted suicide. 

After an extended stay in a mental institu¬ 
tion, Conrad leturns home to family and friends 
reaidy to try to cope witit liis insecurities as a func¬ 
tioning member of the real world, as opposed to 
the fantasy w-orld of the sanitarium. 

Nc'.vcomer Timothy Hutton portrays Conrad in 
a stunting performance as the youg boy trying ti 
return to the mainstream of reality, while trying 
to come to terms with the rejection of his mother 
after the death of her “favorite” son. 

In an unus-jally unconventional and almost vil- 
lainaas role, Mary TJ'ler Moore is Both Jarrod; a 
mot’ier unable to show affection for her remainLng 
son. 

Donald Sutherland delivers a warm and moving 
performance as a lather torn between the concern 
for the well-being of !ii.s remaining son and the 
love of a wife who cannot relate any longer to that 
son. Sutherland as Calvin Jarrod offers the audience 
one of ills fine.st performances as an actor yet. 

-TiitJd Hirsch turns in a fine performance as well 
as Conrad’s psychiatrist, bringing to his role the 
i!uimor, wit and unortliodox style familiar to fans 
of bis characterization of "Alex” on the television 
comedy hit "T.axi.” 

Perhaps tne; most powerful scene in the fiim 
finds Hutton as Conrad reaching out to HSrsch for 
professional comfort afte:- a friend and confidante 
commits suicide. Feeling truly alone at this point, 
Conrad finds an unexpected friend who cares in 
Hirsch. Tlieir ensuing embrace, several minutes lo.ag, 
soaked many a tissue ar the audience was trul.- 
moved by the emotion oi the momejit. 

Adapted into .screenplay by Alvin Sargent and 
produced by Roald L. Schwary for Wildwood Enter¬ 
prises, “Ordinary People” marks the directorial 
debut of Robert Rcdforcl. Bedford proves himself to 
be not only an accompli.shod and well - respected 
aertor, but a fine director as well.

The specter of a condn- 
ininiurri rising as their resi¬ 
dential neighbor, bringing 
with it increased traffic, was 
the recurrent worry e x - 
pressed by all the West 
Montecito speakers. 

Former Counrilman Ed¬ 
mond Wagner, vvho identi¬ 
fied himself as a parish' 
member and not as a church 
spokesman, said that thost 
who objected to the church’s 
plans had misunderstood the 
fact that a parrel of land 
of Montecito was not to be 
a condominium but a parson¬ 
age and zone R-1 (residen¬ 
tial). He was the only per¬ 
son to speak In the church’s 
behalf. 

Slating she,was "quite dis 


turbed" over what she char¬ 
acterized as the eily’s "spot 
change" program on var¬ 
iances and zoning ordi - 
nances, Councilwoman Ru¬ 
dolph. when the matter of a 
90-day moratorium on all 
building along South Bald¬ 
win f between Sierra Madre 
Boulevard and Orange 
Grove) was raised, suggested 
that a 120-dny moratorium 
he put or all zoning changes. 

Noting that three of the 
10 Items on the agenda had 
to do with zoning ordinances, 
Rudolph asked hrw the coun 
cll "could be so wise stop¬ 
ping building and zoning 
changes on South Baldwin 
and not In othei areas o^ 
the city too? 

"How can we know this is 
the only area that needs 
study when others do not,” 
she asked. “It’s time to bite 
the bullet and take a big 
look at the city building and 
zoning codes. We don’t want 
to keep piece-mealing it (the 
city) to death.” 

The 90-day moratorium on 
South Baldwin drew "yes” 
votes from .Mayor Charles 
Corp, Councilmen Clem Bar- 
tolal and Griffin and a "no” 
from Rudolph. 

In other matters, Michael 
Kelly, who wanted to con- 
.struct a six-foot high wall 
along the east end of his 
property at 57 West Grand¬ 
view, received approval for 
the variance with the pro- 
visal that the wall stop 15 
feet from the street 

The council also agreed in 
a zoning change from C-1 
(commercial) to R-1 on prop¬ 
erties at 29 and -37 Suffolk 
Avenue.
